The rapprochement between France and 
Great Britain, after centuries of war and 
recent animosities, is attributed directly to

King Edward and President Loubet, aided hy

“pected to make similar.investigations in the 


police courts in their divisions. 

Money Easily “‘ Earned,” 
That there are a number of matters con- 
cerning the conduct of the police courts that 
well might be investigated is the declaration 
of an alderman who calls attention to the

‘bailiffs each recefying a salary of $1,000. 
The duties of the bailiff are to open and

In 
most of the complicated cases the complain- 
ant usually has his own attorney, and the 
ety prosecutor is brushed aside. 

Besides the $9,000 paid in salaries to these 
men, who spend less than two hours in court 
each day, there is an appropriation of $8,000 
made for court costs, etc., which is said to 
be sins stage under the direction of these 
prosecutors, and no account!

Big Item of Expense. 

The appropriation for the justice courts 
including the ae of justices, clerks, and 
bailiffs, is $110,000. The $9,000 salaries to the 
prosecutors and the $8,000 appropriation for 
expenses is additional; making a total of 
$127,000 paid by ‘the city for work which 
takes from twenty minutes to three hours 
daily in each court to dispose of.

John Spry Tells Judge How ‘He 
Nearly Ended the War 
and WonaFee.

- After a day of lively, picturesque skirmish- 
ing before Judge Grosscup, during which 
the capitalist and lumberman, John Spry, 
gave a recital of how it was possible for 
one private citizen, with the welfare of the 
city of Chicago at heart and a.$10,000 fee 
in prospect, to break into two hostile camps 
and drag the opposing leaders to the verge of 
settlement, both factions in the internal 
welfare of the Union Traction company 
stated last night that the real court strug- 
gle would begin today. - 

. This also is the day selected by the re-| 
ceivers for application to the city for permits 
to put up trolley wires over certain parts of 
the Union Traction cable lines. The petition 
will’ be presented to Corporation Counsel 
Tolman. Should failure meet this effort, the 
receivers will report back to Judge Gross- 
cup, and, it is stated openly, will ask for 
a court order directing the city to grant the 


City Hall Fears a Ruse. 


The action of the city authorities is re- 
garded as problematical, depending largely 
on what the corpdration counsel finds to be 
the extent of the requested permits. The 
fear at the city hall is that the plan fs to 
secure by permit sufficient improvements to 
put the decrepit Union Traction plant fnto 
good running order and then to go into court 
with a contention based on the ninety-nine 
year act.

erfect thelr appeal at once. At the same

Thereupon Mr. Spry related 
that he thought it proper to stipulate for 
a fee of $10,000 should he bring about the 
compromise. Authorized as a mediator, Mr. 
Spry told of going to Mr. Townsend, and 
thereafter journeying back to Mr. Gurley 
with a proposition to settle for $150,000. 
The proffer was refused, but after much 
haggling Mr. Spry declared that the basis 
of $100,000 was finally agreed on, and that 
everything looked promising until Moran, 
Mayer & Meyer demanded that the sum be 
.In cash instead’ of $25,000 down and $75,000 
when the reorganization was complete. His 
plans all came tumbling down, he said, on 
a day when he got W. W. Gurley and ex- 
Judge Moran together. 


Foolish to Get Lawyers Together.

Grievances of the Fair Sex Aired at 
Joliet Convention of Illinois Suffrage 
Association. 


Joliet, Ill.,. Oct. 8.—[Special.]—The thirty- 
fourth annual convention of the Illinois 
ual Suffrage association met in this city, 
the president, Mrs. Kate Hughes of Table 
Rock, Ill., presiding. 

“ Grievances of Women Today and Their 
Remedy" was the topic on which Mrs. 
Hughes in her annual address spoke. She 
said, in part: ’ 

* What are our grievances? In sixteen 
states a wife has no right to her own earn- 
ings and the husband can collect the same 
for his own use. In eight states she has no 
right to an interest in the estate her husband 
owned at their marriage, and at his death 
she has no dower therein. In no state in the 
union, if the wife dies first, can she be- 
queath any part of her property which she, 
as wife, had helped her husband to amass. 

“In thirty-six states a wife has no right 
to her own children, for the law gives the 
father legal control and guardianship of 
them. And we are taxed both in season and 
out of season to help support a government 
in which we can have no voice. |

Bros., 


Republican Leaders Think 


Delaware Judge Strongest 
“Man Democrats Have. 


LIKED BY WORKING CLASS 


Suggestion That He Be Made Can- 
didate for President Ocea- 
sions Some Concern. 


PRESIDENTIAL POSSIBILITY. George 
eaders as strongest candidate suggested 
against Roosevelt. 


Washington, D. C,, Oct. 8.—[Special.}—Is 
Judge George Gray ‘of the United States 
bench in Delaware to be the next democratic 
candidate for the presidency? This question 
is one which has disturbed some prominent 
republican leaders for a few weeks, and they 
do not like the prospect by any manner of 
means, because it is recognized that on the 
whole Judge Gray would make a stronger 
candidate than any one else yet mentioned on 
the democratic side. There issome authority 
for the statement that certain of President 
Roosevelt's friends believe the democratic 
leaders, seeing Cleveland, Bryan, Hill, Park- 
er, Olney, and Gorman have not developed 
any strength whatever outside their own 
localities, have at last begun to focus at- 
tention upon Judge Gray. . 

Only a few days ago, when the Delaware 
appointments were under consideration, 
Judge George Gray, although a democrat, 
was a welcome guest at the White house, and 
his recommendation, it is believed, chiefly 
influenced the president in making the ap- 
pointment. Judge Gray's visit here was en- 
tirely for the purpose indicated, but it was 
immediately followed by some whispered 
conferences among some republican leaders, 
and was followed by the confidential state- 
ment that in the opinion of repuWlicans, 
Judge Gray would be a much harder man to 
beat than any man hitherto mentioned for 
the democratic nomination. 

In view of this condition of affairs it is en- 
tirely worth while recalling the fact that 
Judge Gray was a consistent gold democrat, 
but that he preservedehis regularity in spite 
of the nomination of Bryan and did the best 
he could in Delaware to save the state for the 
democracy. Throughout his term In the sen- 
ate Judge Gray made an excellent record. 
He was chosen by President McKinley to 
represent the democratic party on the peace 
commission at Paris, and subsequently did 
splendid work in securing the ratification of 
the treaty of peace. 

He was appointed to the federal bench by 
President McKinley as a.sound money demo- 


| crat, and that appointment was generally 


commended because Judge Gray is a lawyer 
of unusual capacity and, it is said, possesses 
to an extraordinary degree the sense of fair- 
ness which goes with a judicial mind. Later 
on President Roosevelt selected the Dela- 
ware jurist as a member of the anthracite 
arbitration tribunal. In this capacity he 
made again a first class record, and his rul- 
ings were particularly satisfactory to the 
labor element. 

Taking one consideration with another, 
therefore, and recalling his regularity as a 
democrat, the beltef in his strength as a 
candidate and his availability as well, is by 


no means confined to his own party, but has: 


recently begun to cause concern among the 
republicans who did not believe that any of 
the old democratic wheel horses were at all 
dangerous. 

The talk about Judge Gray comes from re- 
publican sources almost entirely, but those 
sources are so entitled to credence there 
seems to be ground for the belief that demo- 
crats are about ready to bring out Judge 
Gray as a compromise candidate, after hav- 
ing vainly attempted to secure some kind of 
a popular uprising in favor of any one of the 
half dozen men who have been mentioned so 
frequently during the last year or so.

* “Gov. William H. Hunt of 
Conditions in Porto Rico makes an unoffi- 
Porto Rico. report in the columns of 
the Independent upon the 
history of the third year of civil government 
in that island under the American flag. He 
finds that all the results, “ which stand for 
the real welfare of a community—equal polit- 
ical rights, free education, just criminal laws, 
equal taxation, and material growth,” are 
satisfying and gratifying. The house of 
delegates has had four sessions and passed 
wise laws. The courts are respected and 
crime is punished. The schools are over- 
crowded. Modern sanitation is in vogue, and 
the death rate is decreasing. Merchants are 
adopting Americatbusiness methods. The 
native troops are soldierly and loyal. Law 
and order exist, and ‘“‘ cojperation between a 
large majority of the natives and the govern- 
ing autherities has marked the course of 
events.” All this is gratifying not only from 
the Porto Rican point of view but also from 
our own, for it shows, as Gov. Hunt says, 
that “ the United States can successfully in- 
stitute and carry on American government 
among and with a people willing to receive its 
blessings, even though such a people’ are of 
radically different tradition, language, and 
civilization.”

‘present social system and to share the 
profits. 

The temperance lecturer who follows the 
eartoons in the Ram’s Horn and who seems 
when he is on the platform to believe that 
the chief feature of every saloon is a little 
‘ragged child begging father to put down his 
glass of distilled damnation and come home 
to his starving family. 

The college boy who knows that the mem- 
bers of his own fraternity are as helplessly 
innocent as lambs but who can’t believe that 
the members of other fraternities are in the 
game predicament and who therefore hates 
to go to bed because he can just see those 
other fellows gathering around the oaks on 
the campus and laying horrid plots. 

The man who has never been inside a 
newspaper office, but who never believes 

* anything he sees in the newspapers because, 
as he says with a knowing look, “ Youcan’t 
fool me.” 

Are such people social pests? ) Or are they 

“merely bores? One’s opinion about the 
varies because, however annoying they may 
be, they are always diverting. The proper 
punishment for them would perhaps be to 
collect them in a dime museum and force 
them to debate with each other for the 
amusement of the populace.

THE INTEROCEANIC CANAL. 
Suppose the Nicaragua canal to be com- 
pleted. A ship wishing to enter it on the 
Atlantic side at Greytown would first come 
into a harbor artificially constructed (not 
yet even begun), would sail a distance of 
forty-five miles upon an artificial canal 


by a series of four single locks near the Con~ 
chuda dam, and deposited in the San Juan 
river. It would then sail fifty miles up the 
San Juan river against a four mile current. 
A glance at the map of the San Juan river 
will show it to be a tortuous-and crooked 
stream, sometimes doubling upon its course. 
The ship would pass out of the river into 
Lake Nicaragua and sail across the south 
end of the lake for a distance of seventy 
miles. Twenty-eight of these seventy miles 
are shallower than the necessary depth of 
the canal, and they would have to be 
dredged. A ship traveling across the lake 
would keep the narrow course‘over the 
dredged and buoyed ‘portion of the lake. 
The ship would leave the west side of the 
lake at an elevation of 110 feet above sea 
level, would then be lowered by four single 
locks in the space of seventeen miles, and 
finally emerge upon the Pacifit at the arti- 
ficial harbor of Brito (not yet begun). Its 
journey, if it traveled day and night, would 
consume thirty-three hours. 

Suppose the Panama canal carried to its 
ultimate completion. A ship would enter 
at the fine natural harbor of Colon (now 
capable of sheltering the largest vessels), 
would sail forty-nine miles almost in a 
straight line upon a currentless artificial 
canal cut at sea level, and would then 
emerge upon the Pacific at Panama, where 
it would find an excellent natural harbor 
capable of sheltering the deepest draft ves- 
sels. Its journey, if it were a fast vessel, 
would consume seven and one-half hours. 

Such is the main reason why the Walker 
commission preferred the Panama canal. 
Shipmasters will readily mpuroriate the 
force of the reasoning. 

The relative advantages of the two pro- 
posed canal routes may best be ascertained 
by considering their usefulness when com- 
pleted and open for nawgation. Commerce 
during the life’ of the interoceanic canal will 


route shall be chosen, and will suffer in a cor- 
responding degree if forced to go by the in- 
ferior passage. Time will not diminish but 
will aggravate the consequences of a mis- 
take if one shall be made. Such an error 
can never be forgotten; the damage will be 
constant; the wrong route will be a contin- 
uous rock of offense. With inereasing pros- 
perity and enlarging commerce, and in pro- 
portion as the American flag more thickly 
dots the oceans, the penalty of a mistake 
today will cumulatively increase. Thirty 
years from now people will consider the 
canal before them as the test of its worth 
and not the difficulties which confront us 
today. 

We have described the comparative use- 
fulness of the two canals to ships when each 
is carried to “its ultimate perfection.” 
The Nicaragua canal can be carried to its 
ultimate perfection in eight or ten years; 


the Panama can be carried toa partial stage 
of completion in about ten years. And the 
Panama canal partly done—that is to say, 
with some locks in its course—would be 
superior for purposes of navigation to the 
Nicaragua canal absolutely complete.

It will be a race without time allowance 
over a course of 3,000 miles in all kinds of 
wind and all kinds of weather, in “ dol- 
drums,” in “ flukes,” or in gales, as fhe case 
may be. 

That will be an annual race worth talking 
about. No scows or skimming dishes need 
apply. It will call for all round yachts that 
combine strength of construction with speed 
and the ability to stand all kinds of weather. 
{t will call for able seamen and hervy, cool 
headed skippers. It will produce flyers of 
the Puritan and Mayflower build—strong, 
stanch, honest, fast. It will enlist the efforts 
of the best yacht designers in the world. It 
will test the skill of these designers. 

Such a race between American, English, 
French, German, and possibly other natiou- 
al yachts will be an event of some general 
interest and importance, unlike the Amer- 
ica cup races, which are of interest prin- 
cipally to the New York Yacht club and the 
challenging party. It will recall the days 
when the America went over to Cowes and 
“there were no others.”

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

OSEPH CHAMBERLAIN’S successor 
as secretary of state for the colonies is 
familiarly known as “ Alfred "’ pure and 
simple on every cricket ground and ten- 
nis ‘court of the united kingdom, and is 

perhaps ‘the best known of nonprofessional 
athletes in the British isles. His prowesses 
in the cricket field, on the tennis court, at 
football, arid in rowing have already been re- 
ferred to in the cable dispatches announcing 
Alfred Lyttelton’s nomination as colonial 
minister. But a feature of his activity which 
has escaped mention is his interest in the so- 
called “ children’s holiday fund,” which, like 
the ‘‘fresh air fund " in so many of the Amer- 
ican cities, secures a fortnight’s holiday in 
the country each year for thousands of un- 
fortunate children whose homes are in the 
poorest tenement districts and in the London 
slums. 

His mother was the younger sister of the 
‘late Mrs. Gladstone. Indeed, the late Lord 
Lyttelton and William E. Gladstone mar- 
ried the two sisters of Sir Stephen Glynne on 
the same day and in the same church, and 
the relations of the Lytteltons with the Glad- 
stones have ever since been exceedingly 
close and intimate. This does not mean, 
however, that they are necessarily of the 
same opinion in political matters. Indeed, 
the Lyttelton brothers among themselves are 
much divided. politically and to such an ex- 
tent is the Hon. and Rev. Canon Lyttelton 
opposed to the colonial policy of Joseph 
Chamberlain, which Alfred Lyttelton has 
been selected to perpetuate, that he actually 
prevented the hundreds of boys being edu- 
cated under his direction at Haileybury col- 
lege from taking any part whatsoever in the 
celebrations of the relief of Ladysmith. 


Mrs. Alfred Lyttelton was a Miss Balfour, 
and is a sister of that young lawyer whose 
engagement to Miss Vivian Sartoris, grand- 
daughter of President Grant, was broken off 
on the eve of the day appointed for the wed- 
ding. Alfred's first wife, a most gifted wom- 
an, was the eldest sister of ‘‘ Dodo ”’ Asquith. 

The Lyttelton family is an old one, being 
descended from Thomas de Luttelton, who 
was sheriff of Worcestershire in the reign 
of King Henry III. King James I. conferred 
a baronetcy upon the Lyttelton of his day, 
and King George III. advanced Sir William 
Henry Lyttelton to the rank of Lord Lyttel- 
ton for his services as governor of South 
Carolina. The fifth and present Lord Lyt- 
telton inherited the viscounty of Cobham on 
the death of the late duke of Buckingham 
and Chandos without male issue by virtue 
of the special remaindet, according to the 
terms of which the viscounty of Cobham, 
conferred upon Sir Richard Temple of Stowe 
in 1718, was to pass in default of heirs male 
of his body to the heirs male of his sister, who 
married Sir Thomas Lyttelton. The title of 
Viscount Cobham, being the highest and the 
most ancient of the dignitaries inherited by 
the present chief of the house of Lyttelton, 
is the one by which he is known, and as which 
he sits in the house of lords. 

Let me add that the Lytteltons claim to 
have royal blood in their veins, being de- 
scended in the female line from that John 
of Gaurtt, duke of Lancaster, who was son 
of King Edward III., and one of the sisters 
of Lord Cobham and of the new secretary 
of state for the colonies is that Lady Fred- 
erick Cavendish whose husband, a younger 
brother of the duke of Devonshire, was mur- 
dered in Pheenix park by the so-called In- 
vincibles. 

Through the death of the old duke of Val- 
lombrosa at Paris his grandson, young Louis 
de Mores, who is now in this country with the 
widowed marquise de Mores and his sisters, 
becomes duke of Vallombrosa and of Asin- 
ara as well as marquis of Mores and of Mon 
Mayor. These honors and dignities are 
strictly speaking Italian, having been con- 
ferred by the rulers of Sardinia, and are only 
so far French in that they have for three- 
quarters of a century been borne by noble- 
men who were French citizens and who made 
their home in France. The new duke has an 
American mother, the widowed marquise 
de Mores having been prior to her marriage 
Miss Medora H. Hoffman, daughter of Louis 


| Hoffman, the New York banker. 


The duke is about 18 years of age, and has 
a sister of 19 and a brother who is considera- 
bly younger than himself. Their father, it 
may be remembered, was murdered some five 
years ago by the Tuareg Arabs just south of 
the Tunisian frontier while endeavoring to 
cross the Sahara desert for the purpose of 
joining the khalifa at Khartum and of help- 
ing him to defeat the English and Egyptians 
under Lord Kitchener. 

The late marquis, although a singularly 
handsome man, adept in all manly exercises 
and sports, and whe won world spread fame 
for himself in the western states by his skill 
as a shot and his entire fearlessness, was 
most unfortunate in bis financial undertak- 
ings. He lost immense sums of money in 
connection with the Union Generale smash at 
Paris, and sunk a great deal more in his 
scheme of coéperative cattle breeding farms 
and slaughter houses in this country, while 
his ranching enterprises, which won for him 
the name of the ** cowboy marquis,”’ proved 
equally disastrous. The closing years of his 
life were spent in litigation with his father, 
the late duke of Vallombrosa, on the subject 
of money matters and in active participation 
in the anti-Jewish crusade in France. 

It is doubtful whether the young duke will 
benefit te any extent financially by the death 
of his grandfather, which will, however, have 
the effect of preventing his mother and sis- 
ter from fulfilling their plans of taking an 
active part in the New York season. 

A short time ago the European newspapers 
were filled with most sensational stories con- 
cerning a military conspiracy against the 
king and queen of Portugal, which, it was 
said, resulted in the shooting down of sev- 
eral officers and soldiers within the palace 
precincts, and which had only failed to ac- 
complish its purpose owing to the fact that 
one of the ringleaders had at the last mo- 
ment become conscience stricken and warned 
the king, betraying his fellow-conspirators, 
The name of this officer in question was 
given as Col. Luciano, and it was added that 
he was in immediate command of the palace 
guard. 

As this story has received a certain amount 
of publicity in this country it may be just as 
well to explain that the whole affair is a 
gigantic hoax, which is exciting mingled 
amusement and indignation in Portugal. 
There has been no plot of the kind described, 
nor any fracas in the palace. Nor is there 
any officer or dignitary of the court who 
bears the name of Luciano. 

The latter, however, is the name of one of 
the best known personages in Lisbon. He 
is the official rat catcher. Ever since the 
plague made its appearance in the Portw 
guese capital endeavors have been made to 
exterminate as far as possible the rats of 
the metropolis, since théy are considered to 
be among the principal spreaders of the con- 
tagion, and a premium is accordingly given 
for every rat killed. The premium is a small 
one. But such as it is it is sufficient to tempt 
Luciano, who spends his entire nights hunt- 
ing rats in the sewers, and-has already 
tens of thousandstohisrecord. Heis quitea 
popular character of the city, and since the 
publication of the story of the conspiracy 
has been dubbed rat colonel,”

NE month ago a Chicago man went up 
into the big woods of northern Wis- 
consin on a fishing and hunting ex- 


pedition. . Though it was the closed 

season for deer he took his big rifle 
with him, for he could not resist the tempta- 
tion to go out after a big buck. 

He got off the railroad at a station a few 
miles south of Lake Superior, and was met 
by an old friend, a retired lumber jack, who 
had settled on the shore of a lake fifteen 
miles away through the woods and opened 
up a little clearing. They drove over the 
winding track through the burned and 
tangled forest, and “* French Jack,”’ his host, 
pointed out at frequent intervals the pointed 
foot prints of a deer in the wet sand of the 
roadbed. By the time they reached the log 
cabin the Chicago man was determined to 
go out that night after a deer. 

“It: may be a little dangerous,” said the 
guide, *“‘for the game warden has been 
snooping around a good deal recently.” 

But the Chicago man was willing to take 
chances. He had with him a new fangled 
electric jacklight, to bé worn on the front of 
the cap, and he was anxious to see how it 
would work. 

Jacklighting for deer is one of the most 
deadly methods of hunting, though it is ut- 
terly unsportsmanlike A jacklight is a 
brilliant light, usually either gasoline or elec- 
tric, backed by an extremely powerful re- 


The man with the light sits 
of kneels in the bow and devotes his attention 
to managing the light. In the center kneels 
the second man. [It is his duty to paddle the 
boat noiselessly along the shore of some re- 
mote greek or lake frequented by deer dur- 


with the gun, ready for instant execution. 
The jacklight—in reality a miniature 
searchlight—is kept turned on the shore, 
sweeping the whole circumference of: the 
thick woods and swamp with which the 
lakes of northern Wisconsin are closely 
bordered. The deer come down to the shore 
to drink or wade out into the water to get 
rid of the deer flies. which in their season are 
a@ pest to man and all animals. When the 
dazzling rays of the jacklight strike a deer 
it turns and faces it, startled for the moment 
into stupid curiosity. In such a case all that 
can be seen from the boat are the eyes of the 
deer, reflecting the light like a pair of mir- 
rors. If smoking is ailowed in the boat the 
deer will scent the tobacco from afar and will 
disappear into the woods, running with great 
bounds, long before the light has uncovered 
him. Also, it is essential to success that 
everybody in the boat keep entirely quiet. 


_Even a whisper is enough to send a big buck 


careering off to safety. 

And once the hunter sights the two glaring 
balls of fire that mark the victim's eyes he 
must aim between them and fire without a 
moment's delay, for as soon as the deer gets 
a bit accustomed to the ligiht he will turn 
and jump back into the thick tangle of black 
woods.

LESSON NO. 66.—Preparatory Lesson on the 
Principles of Cookery. 


HE first lesson in cookery should be to 
acquire. a knowledge of the funda- 
mental principles of cooking. There 
are few and they are simple, and 
when they are understood the art of 

cookery becomes simplified. | 

How few housekeepers realize that high 
temperatures improve some food and utterly 
ruin others; the same may be said of low 
temperatures. 

Food is anything which nourishes the body 
and thereby produces heat energy and makes 
tissue. Food is cooked so that it may be- 
come wholesome, palatable, and nutritious. 
In some foods the flavor is better in the 
natural state—others are improved by cook- 
ery. Heat ts molecular motion and is pro- 
duced by combustion. Heat used for cook- 
ery is obtained by the combustion of inflam- 
mable substances. Heat for cookery is ap- 
plied by radiation, conduction, and convec- 
tion. The process of cooking develops new 
flavors and renders food more palatable and 
digestible. Heat, air, and moisture are 
necessary adjuncts to the material used in 
preparing the well cooked meal, 

The principles of cookery are as follows: 
Broiling, steaming, stewing, roasting, bak- 
ing, frying, sautéing. These in detail are as 
follows: 

BROILING—Cooking over a glowing bed of coals. 


STEAMING—Cooking in steamer and in double 
boiler. 

STEWING—Cooking slowly in water below the 
boiling point. 


ROASTING—Cooking before a glowing fire. 
BAKING—Cooking in an oven. | 
FRYING—Cooking in hot fat deep enough to cover 
article to be cooked. . . 
SAUTEING—Copking in a smal! quantity of hot 
fat. . . 
PAN BROILI im a hot frying pan 
or griddle with little or no fat. : 
BRAISING—A combination of stewing and bak. 
ing. 
FRICASSEEING—A combination of frying and 
stewing.

Stir all together and turn into greased 
pans and bake slowly one hour. 

Sponge cake—Five eggs, two-thirds cupful 
flour, sifted five times, juice of half a lemon;

Provided it is not given too late in October, 
this is a pretty suggestion for a hostess that 
comes from The Cooking Club ”’:

Preserved plums. - Pickled cherries, |

For the Macedoine of fruit use peaches, 
pineapples, and oranges. Pare the peaches, 
slice, pare, and core the pineapples, cut into 
dice, peel and dice the oranges.

Serve in long stemmed champagne 
glasses with a couple of nasturtium blossoms 
on the serving plate. Sprinkle a ttle pow- 
dered sugar on each glassful of fruit. Any 
juice which comes from the fruit in prepar- 
ing it should be saved to use in fruit jelly, 
sherbets, or fruit puddings.

There was little opposition yesterday to 
the strongly bullish sentiment prevailing in 
the wheat pit, and advances of Ic on the 
October and December and %c on the May 
were therefore brought about without effort. 
It was another day in which the situation 
was dominated entirely by the demand in the 
various markets for both the cash and De- 
cember wheat. The tone was, if anything, 
more bullish in the outside markets than 
on the local board. 

While the December shorts at St. Satite 
were not quite as eager as formerly to buy 
the. wheat they pushed the price up from 
Stic to 85%c, making that market close 144c 
higher than the day before. December Du- 
luth sold up from 75\%c to 77%c, closing 1%c 
better, while at Minneapolis there was a 
sharp advance from 76%c to 79c, final prices 
being 2c over Wednesday's. 

In all these markets the cash inquiry was 
pronounced. The Minneapolis quotation 
on cash wheat was 80c and the Duluth 81\c. 
No. 2 red was quoted 8ic in this market and 
No. 1 northern 85c. All the markets re- 
ported millers as anxious buyers, and the 
unusual spectacle of wheat shipments from 
Minneapolis to Duluth was reported, millers 


in the latter market paying 80c for a lot * 


of No. 1 northern. This price was 3%c over 
the December. Local sales of cash wheat 

were 45,000 bu, 20,000 bu of which was red, 
and 25,000 bu hard. 

Receipts in the primary markets continued 
to constitute a bull argument, the figures be- 
ing 890,000 bu, as: against 1,018,000 bu a week 
ago, and 1,003.600 bu last year. While pri- 
mary receipts were much smaller than either 
last week or a year ago, shipments on the 

other hand exceeded the figures for either 
period, being 964,000 bu, ag compared with 
958,500 bu the previous week, and 329.800 bu 
a@ year ago, The seaboard cleared 49,700 bu.

In all the cash markets there was a con- 
tinuation of the old story of an active de- 
mand from milling interests and not much 
wheat for sale. Duluth was about 1c over 
Minneapolis on cash wheat prices and all 
the outside markets were substantially over 
Chicago. 
the same price on December and May wheat, 
and are preparing themselves for small re- 
ceipts of contract grain. Most of the wheat 
now coming is either No. 3 or rejected. 
This, in a market where inspection is not 
particularly rigid, makes a bad show- 
ing for the quality of the wheat.

On the flour situation James A. Patten wired 
from Minneapolis: ‘‘ There is a miller here 
from St. Cloud, Minn., about seventy miles 
northwest, located on both the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific railroads, and is 
buying cash wheat to ship back to his mill. 
He is only buying 200 to 300 bu per day from 
farmers, when in normal years he should 
get 1,500 to 2,000 bu per day. There is a mil- 
ler from Grand Forks, N. D., who has De- 
cember wheat bought in this market and 
expects to take it in and ship it back to his 
mill when wheat is delivered. A Chicago 
man -came up here Monday night to buy 
10,000 bris of flour. He says he dickered 
all day Tuesday with a mill about the price 
and finally yesterday he had to give in and 
pay the price asked. These mills can sell 
all the flour they dare sell. Strange to say, 
they can and are selling flour for export 
at good prices. It is claimed that the flour 
mills south of here are using about 50 per 
cent hard winter wheat. There will be a 
demand right along up here for hard win- 
ter in order to mix with this damp wheat.”’

The annual report of the Wabash railroad 
company issued yesterday shows but 1,23 per 
cent earned on the debenture B bonds.

must be disappointing. It was the de- 
benture B's that a large New York bond 
house held in large quantity for specula- 
tive purposes, and had to sell to the Gould 
interests last August. 

After meeting the full 6 per cent on the 
debenture A’s and after all other deductions, 
the balance applicable to the B's was $327,573, 
befng an Increase of but $88,158 over the prev- 
ious year.

The full interest re- 
quirements would be $1,590,000. But the 
entire profit and loss surplus at the end of 
the fiscal year, June 30, 1903, was $969,993, or 
8.65 per cent. 

Coming after the B's is $24,000,000 preferred 
stock and $28,000,000 common stock. It may 
be noted that overcapitalization does not ap- 
ply to industrial trusts alone. 

Earnings in themselves for the year were 
good. The gross shows am increase of 10.9 
per cent.
